WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States Sunday calicd for 
an urgent meeting of the eight- 


nation SEATO Council to consider 
the question of armed intervention 
by foreign Communist troops in 
Laos. 


The State Department an- 
nounced that the permanent U.S 
representative on the council, Am- 
bassador U. Alexis Johnson, in 
Bangko*, Thailand, had been in- 
structed “‘to ask for a meeting of 
the council as early as possible.”

The tumbling kaleidoscope pat- 
terns of Georgia news in 1960 pre- 
sented an ever-changing picture, 
but one pattern—with major and 
minor verietions—ke eccurring: 
the integration struggle. 


~The segregation - integration 
fight was top story of the year in 
Georgia in 1960 as it was in 1959 
and in all probability will be in 
1961. It topped even the elections 
in a poll of Constitution newsmen 
on which stories were most im- 
portant during the year. 


The integration story presented 
two faces this past year. There 
was the continuing struggle to de- 
segregate the schools, and there 
was a new move by Negroes, for 
acceptance—the sit-ins. 


The sit-ins played a part in the 
elections, judged by newsmen to 
be the number two story. Martin 
Luther King Jr., leader of the 
non-violent resistance movement 
among Georgia Negroes, was im- 
prisoned after a sit-in demonstra- 
tion, charged with violation of 
conditional sentence on a traffic 
charge. 


His imprisonment brought 
phone calls to his wife by then- 
presidential-aspirant John F. Ken- 
nedy; and to the judge who tried 
his case by Robert Kennedy, the

candidate's brother and campaign 
manager. 


‘ The action was given credit 
throughout the country in swing- 
ing the Negro vote to the Demo- 


cratic Party, although it did not 
do so in Atianta’s Negro precincts. 
The national Negro vote edge 
might have been the margin of 
victory for the Massachusetts sen- 
ator, political experts said after 
the election. 


Here’s the way the stories

SEGREGATION: The story of 
racial striving started early in 
the year—in fact it was a con- 
tinuing story from the year be- 
fore. The Legislature created a 
study commission to quiz Geor- 
gians on what they thought should 
be done about the schools.

Georgia had more new Negro 
high schools approved for accredi- 
tation this year than any other 
Southern state, the State Depart- 
ment of Education said. 


Nine Negro high schools which 
previously were turnéd down by 
the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools were 
approved this year, according to 
Mrs. Julia Embry, assistant to 
the director of Negro education. 


Georgia had 60 Negro high 
schools on approved status this 


year, Mrs. Embry said, including 
the nine newly approved schools. 


The schools were in Butler, 
Dallas, Darien, Douglas, Frank- 
lin, Savannah, Soperton, Spring- 
field and McRae. 


Alabama had six new Negro 
high schools approved, Louisiana 
five; North Carolina and Texas 
two,.

He takes 
office Inauguration Day Jan. 20. 

He said in a statement that it 
was “with great regret” that he 
resigned from his union posts, and 
from his association with two pri- 
vate law firms. |

Goldberg said that effective Sun- 
day he terminated his partnership 
in two law firms: the firm of 
Goldberg, Feller & Bredhoff of 
Washington, and Goldberg, Devoe, 
Shadur and Mikva of Chicago. 

As for personal investments, he 
said he and his wife parted with 
a small minority interest in the 
Condado Caribbean Hotels, Inc., 
and had placed in trust all other 
property, consisting of some real! 
estate holdings.

He previously had announced 
his resignation as counsel for the 
AFL-CIO, and as general or spe- 
cial counsel for a number of 
unions, including the United Steel- 
workers of America. 


In addition, Goldberg disclosed 
he had resigned from the board 
of directors of the Amalgamated 
Trust and Savings Bank of Chica- 
go and from the board of the 
Amalgamated Life and Health In- 
surance Co.

Paper Says 
Nixon Hits 
Writer Bias 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI)— 
The Minneapolis Tribune reported 
Sunday that Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon believes he lost the 
election to President-elect John 
F. Kennedy because of “biased 
campaign reporting.” 

In a front-page dispatch by 
Washington correspondent Fletch- 
er Knebel, the Tribune said 
Nixon “‘has made it clear in pri- 
vate talks with friends that he 
thinks a pro-Kennedy attitude by 
reporters covering the campaign 
provided the senator with his nar- 
row victory margin” although he 
has not commented publicly on 
the issue. 

“The vice president is leaving 
office with a twinge of resent- 
ment against-a number of Wash- 
ington correspondents,’ the dis- 
patch said. 

The dispatch said Nixon’s re- 
sentment was sharpened by the 
fact that he believed his rela- 
tions with the press to be among 
the best in Washington, 


“It came as somewhat of a 
shock during the campaign, 
therefore, to find that a majority 
of working reporters tended to 
favor Kennedy, a fact brought out 
in several polls,” the dispatch 
said.

Sidney Silodor, a highly suc- 
cessful Philadelphia bridge teach- 
er, ranks second to. Norman Kay 
of Merchantville, N.J., on our list 
of the year’s 10 best tournament 
players. Sidney, who was also sec- 
ond in 1959 and first in 1955, 
placed high in seven national 
events during 1960. This put him 
immediately after Kay, who won 
first on the list with eight high 
scores. No other player in the 
country placed high in more than 
four events of the spring, summer 
and fall national championships. 


Silodor typifies the skilled, 
smooth, steady expert player who 
believes ‘“‘sound judgment based 
on logic, not instinct” is the mark 
of a great player. His victory in 
the Vanderbilt Teams marked the 
eighth time he has played on the 
winning team. He has won the 
national mixed pairs five times, 
Ynore than anyone else, and he 
Has represented this country four 

mes in international play. 


The author of ‘“Silodor Says” 
plays his own system, which is 
“Goren with variations.” It re- 
flects his philosophy that you 
“have to compete more in the 
modern game than in the old 
days. People play and bid too well 
for you to be able to sit back and 
pick up the good scores. You must 
get into the bidding: you can't 
afford to get shut out.” 


Thus the Silodor raises are 
lighter, the free bids are lighter, 
weak two-bids are used and jump 
overcalls, not vulnerable, are pre- 
emptive. An immediate overcall 
of two clubs over one club and 
two diamonds over one diamond 
are not strong cue bids — they 
simply show the suit. 


“But although you must do dif- 
ferent things these days,’ Oob- 
serves Silodor, ‘“‘winning bridge 
still takes a little luck and avoid- 
ing errors.” 


Bridge Quarterly of Chestnut 
Hill, Mass., will soon publish Sid- 
ney’s latest book called “Accord- 
ing to Silodor and Tierney.” The 
“Tierney” refers to John Tier- 
ney, mathematics professor at 
the U.S. Naval Academy at An- 
napolis, who will do a portion of 
the book on card combinations 
and percentages.

Silodor tells us that his favorite 
hand of the year is the one 
shown in today’s box on which 
he scored an overtrick at his six- 
heart contract by taking a 
thoughtful trump finesse through 
West. ; 


When the hand was played at 
a national championship West 
opened the 10 of diamonds, and 
most declarers properly went up 
with the ace in dummy, placing 
East with the king. Then they toon 
the normal play with nine to the 
ace-king, which was to try to drop 
the queen. But East showed out 
on the second round and declarer 
lost a diamond and a heart for 
down one. 

When Silodor wags declarer, he 
took the diamond 10 with the ace, 
led a low heart to the ace and 
finessed the 10 on the way back. 
If quickly dropping the queen 
from the closed hand, the fi- 
nesse held, as it did, he would 
make seven-odd. But even if it 
lost to. the heart queen, there was 
still a good chance of six-odd. East’ 
might fear to lay down the king 
of diamonds, thinking South might 
ruff it to set up. dummy’s jack. 
(If the trump finesse were in- 
stead taken and lost to West, he 
would be more likely to lead the 
diamond nine through dummy’s 
jack.) 

When the trump 10 held the’ 
trick, Silodor drew West's queen, 
ran the clubs, discarding all of 
dummy’s diamonds, and ruffed 
his losing diamond with dee

Michael Bellino, two renowned authorities on the art of 
running, will share the spotlight at the 27th Orange 
Bowl football social here Monday afternoon. Some 
75,000 other citizens and the Navy and Missouri foot- 
ball teams will also attend. 


President-elect Kennedy, an avid sports fan, will sit in the 
Navy section. Naturally, he'll be on the 50, but a Republican must 
have fron sod te one, for the number is 13. 


_ Bellino, greatest carrier Navy 
history, is a man of many distinctions. 
He was a consensus all-American 
choice, winner of the Heisman Trophy 
and, more important, the only Navy 
back ever to score three touchdowns 
against Army. 


For sure he’s the only back who 
ever huddled with a president before 
a bowl game. When Mr. Kennedy read 
that Bellino wanted to meet the Presi- 
dent, he invited the Navy star to his 
Washington home. 


Seme Missouri wag has suggested 
that Bellino will have less difficulty 
entering the White House than the 
Tiger end zone. 


Bellino is perhaps the most pub- 
licized- back ever to perform in the 
Orange Bowl, and he has all the cre- 
dentials of greatness.

—Bulldogs Last Team to ‘Beat’ Tigers 


Officially, the Bulldogs were the last foe to measure Missouri. 
Kansas turned the trick to the neat tune of 23-7 in the curtain-ringer, 
but the Big Eight later awarded the triumph to the Tigers. 


Thirteen players and seven starters are back for an encore and 
hope to present Missouri its first bowl victory. ‘““‘We have improved 
considerably on offense since the Georgia game,”’ Coach Dan Devine 
explained Sunday. “I thought we played a fair defensive game last 
vear except for those two lapses on pass plays.’’ Two touchdown 
shots by Francis Tarkenton spelled the difference. 


Oklahoma, walloped 41-19, and Kansas were the only teams 
producing more than one TD against the Tigers this season. The 
Missouri line hurled three shutouts. Navy, playing weaker foes, 
allowed nine teams to score and blanked Penn. 


The Orange Bowl game will afford Navy Coach Wayne Hardin 
a clear view of the Missouri team. Hardin has beefed long and loud 
about the fuzzy, chopped movies he received in a film exchange with 
Devine.

Nine days later the AL 
said it would go to 10 teams, but 
in 1961. The Washington Sena- 
tors were moved to Minneapo- 
lis. Washington was to get a 
new team and Los Angeles was 
eyed in the expansion. Adios 
Butler paced the mile in a rec- 
ord 1:54.4 at Lexington.

Economic Growth Is 


No. 1 U.S. Problem 


Beginning of the New Year is a time 
for stock taking. It also is a time for look- 
ing ahead. These our economists and poli- 
ticians have been doing in profusion, as 
vou will note in today’s paper. 

Here in Georgia the economy, like 
that of the nation, was losing steam in 
the final weeks of the vear. But total per- 
formance for 1960 will set records in 
many fields. Personal incomes inched up- 
ward. Retail sales held steady. The per- 
formance, however, was not good enough 
for the needs of a growing population in 
* a changing state. 


The nation witnessed record incomes 
during thé year with growing unemploy- 
ment and declining production during the 
final months. Further unemployment, 
which could reach as high as 7 per cent 
of the labor force, is anticipated in the 
first quarter of 1961. 

Business leaders and economists, how- 
ever, do not see in the business decline 

; any danger of a major recession. There 
are too many built-in safeguards. They 
foresee a gradual upturn and cautiously 
predict a 1961 equal to that of 1960. 

But a 1961 equal to that of 1960 is not 
good enough. The New Year must be bet- 
ter than 1960 because the country cannot 
live in stagnation. Unless chronic unem- 
ployment is to become steadily worse, the 
rate of national economic growth must 
be increased. 


Full recovery from the 1957-58 reces- 
sion was hindered by this growth prob- 
lem. The simple fact is that we have 
been growing too slowly to absorb addi- 
tions to the labor force and to fully uti- 
lize our economic resources. 

President-elect Kennedy is pledged 
to a program of stimulating economic 
growth. He also is pledged to strengthen- 
ing national defense, improvements in 
education, public health, research, space 
programs, urban renewal, etc. One goes 
with the other. 


On the government level, in Georgia 
and the nation, economic growth is nec- 
essary if we are to finance expanding 
services demanded by a growing popula- 
tion. To stand still is to go backward. 


The challenges are plain. Considering 
the youth and ideas of the new adminis- 
tration, we look to 1961 and the future 
with optimism.

Placing Blame on Navy 
Isn’t the Whole Story 


New York City Fire Commissioner 
Edward F. Cavanagh Jr. used strong 
and scathing words in blasting the Navy 
for “messy, deplorable and sloppy” 
housekeeping before the fire that took 
49 lives aboard the aircraft carrier 
Constellation. 

The huge carrier nearing completion 
at Brooklyn Navy Yard had been a 
“fully loaded bomb which needed only 
ignition,” he charged. “We have shut up 


spelled out his damning bill of par- 
ticulars. 

The Navy deserved his tirade. There 
obviously was incredible carelessness— 
carelessness which cost the American 
taxpayers about 75 million dollars and 
claimed 49 lives. 

There’s an important question, how- 
ever, that needs to be answered. After 
the similar disaster which struck the 
French liner Normandie only a few years 
ago, why were precautions not taken to 
prevent a repetition? Here the New 
York Fire Department must accept some 
responsibility, too. 

Whether or not the department had 
jurisdiction over fire safety rules on the 
Constellation, it finally had to assume 
the consequences. If it had acted earlier, 
the tragic loss might have been pre- 
vented. A _ little cooperation between 
military and civilian authorities might 
prevent such disasters in the future.

Outlook for Cold War 


Is More of the Same 


As the new administration prepares 
to take over, the outlook for an easing 
of the cold war appears as remote as 
ever. The Communist assault on the 
United States and the free world is go- 
ing forward on every continent. 

Right now the areas of heavy pressure 
are Laos, the Congo, Algeria, West Ber- 
lin, Cuba and Latin America. Under the 
grand design set out in the statement 
following the worldwide meeting of Com- 
munist leaders in Moscow, the conflict 
grows tougher and the risk of war more 
real. 

The statement, while rejecting an all- 
out nuclear war as a means of achieving 
Communist objectives,’ directed Commu- 
nists the world over to increase their of- 
fensive against free men with. every 
available weapon except guided missiles 
and nuclear bombs. It ‘defined “peaceful 
coexistence” as economic, ideological and 
political warfare against the non-Com- 
munist world. It called for a widening 
Communist revolution while claiming the 
Communists are against the export of 
revolution. 

The paper gloated over the current 
U.S. economic decline and our political 
setbacks such as in Cuba. Khrushchev 
says the Communists are winning, so why 
start a war? 

There is nothing indeed to indicate 
any letup in the conflict between East 
and West. There is everything to indi- 
cate, however, that we must do a better 
job than have in the past to meet the 
greater struggle ahead.

Future of State Rides 
On Educational Efforts 


The 10th annual report of Dr. QC. 
Aderhold, president of the University of 


Georgia, reflects a mixture of progress 


and needs that should be met. 

On the plus side are a faculty and 
student body of higher caliber, develop- 
ment of the physical plant, increased at- 
tention to research..and~public. service 
programs, continuing education §  en- 
deavors that reached 40,202 people, 
strides made in Agricultural Extension 
service work and in many other fields. 

But in practically all of them the need 
is pointed out for further gains. 

Thanks to the state administration, 
the University Foundation, the Alumni 
Society—-and the Joint Tech-Georgia De- 
velopment Fund, faculty salariés showed 
an increase. But they still lagged behind 
average university salaries as compiled 
in a nationwide study by the National Ed- 
ucation Association. 

Although at all levels of instruction 
41.6 per cent of fall quarter classes had 
more students than could be most effec- 
tively handled, there was a decline in 
off-campus center enrollments last year. 
The absurd age limit law contributed to 
the slump.

4 Georgia’s obstacle-course highways cannot be 
excused as contributors to the bloodshed. 

Anybody who has bumped along U.S. 411 between: Cartersville 
and Fairmount, or crept in a line of trucks on U.S. 41 between Griffin 
and Barnesville, or rope-walked an automobile at high speed along 
the buggy lanes of the Expressway linking Atlanta and Marietta, 
knows full well these roads are dangerous. 


It is very well to lecture motorists on the value of safe driving. 
But when 200 accidents occurred on the Atlanta-Marietta road alone 
last year, and when 28 people died on Georgia roads in the weekend 
of Christmas, it is time to fix some roads. 


Thus, the plan for a state bond issue to repair roads takes on 
some first aid overtones. As Constitution reporter Marion Gaines 
wrote yesterday, a widening of the Atlanta-Marietta stretch is one 
of the bond projects. There are plenty of other death traps waiting 
for one of two vehicles—the repair truck or the hearse. 


The legislature owes it to the taxpayer to write some anti- 
boondoggle safeguards into the measure. The money shouldn't go to 
counties for spending; the state should let contracts straight. to 
bidders. The rural roads now under county maintenance should stay 
there; the state bond money should go only to main state highways. 
State highways run through towns; so should the state maintenance of 
them. One hundred million is a lot of money; is that much needed? 
Finally, some formula besides court house politics should decide which 
roads will get the repair; the money should be earmarked on the 
basis of engineering and spent by rigid schedule, insulating it from 


politics as much as possible. ren oe 


A highway board member already has said the state will let 
the contracts straight to bidders. Reporter Gaines has now been told 
that a reassuring formula will govern the spending: Money will go 
where the traffic is greatest, and where the roads are in the worst Baldy 
fix. If such a formula is guaranteed, then the bond issue is safe- ‘ 
guarded. ‘ 4

It still has 
its camel market, where Bed- 
ouin tribesmen haggle over 
young camels, then load them, 
protesting and biting, into 


from Beersheba, the modern 
camel has to be wary or he 
gets run down by the modern 
means of Israeli locomotion— 
the automobile. 


Thirty miles south of Beer- 
sheba, however, is the most 
modern Near Eastern develop- 
men of all — a nuclear reactor, 
which has caused frantic secret 
conferences in the capitals of 
the world. 


The news, since denied, that 
Israel was building an atomic 
bomb, shook the Western capi- 
tals just as the Western world 
prepared to celebrate the birth- 
day of Him whose birth was 
heralded not far from Beersheba 
with the joyous promise ‘Peace 
on earth, good will toward 
men.” 

It is a tragic paradox that 
an atomic reactor with the 
potentiality of producing an 
A-bomb should be built in the 
country which gave the world 
the great goal of peace and the 
inspiring teachings of Jesus. 
Yet it is understandable. 


The immediate background 
dates back to a-few weeks ago 
when CIA officials in Tel Aviv 
asked Israeli officials: about the 
new installation in the Negev 
and were told that it was a 
textile mill. Whereupon, CIA 


officiais photographed it with 
long-range lenses which re- 


vealed that it was a nuclear re- 
actor. 


The American embassy in Tel 
Aviv then protested this con- 
cealment, which had led the CIA 
to conclude that Israel was 
building an A-bomb. Israeli au- 
thorities replied that they didn’t 
confide in Central Intelligence 
because they did not trust its 
members. 


Recalling the manner in which 
certain CIA officials sided with 
Nasser and the Arabs, this was 
understandable. 


At this point, Secretary of 
State Herter called in Israeli 


- Ambassador Avraham Harman 


and was quite blunt in asking 
him for an official explanation. 
This didn’t sit to well in vari- 
ous quarters. 

In the first place, the Herter 
family’s fortune comes from the 
Pratts, one of the early Standard 
Oil officials with heavy invest- 
ments in Arabian oil. Second, 
the State Department has a long 
history of favoring the Avpab 


states. And the manner in: 


which the Israeli army was 
forced out of Suez after pledges 
of transit through the Suez 
Canal, which were’ never kept, 
has long rankled the Israelis.

Also rankling the Israelis is 
the fact that the United States 
has refused to send a single gun 
or piece of ammunition into 
Israel, at the same time that 
the Arab states received $453.,- 
000,000 in arms, submarines, 
MIG fighters, and tanks from 
the U.S.S.R. in 1960 alone. 


It was absurd for the Ejisen- 
hower administration to believe 
that the secret of the atom 
could be long kept, especially 
After 
Bit, We PWIS ge 
Hitler who first gave the United 
States that secret. 

And when Naval intelligence 
during World War II protested 
to President Roosevelt that Dr. 
Albert Einstein should not be 
given details of the atomic 
bomb because he was a Jew and 
perhaps a Communist Jew, FDR 
replied: 

“Not telling Einstein about the 
atomic bomb is like not telling 
God about the creation of the 
earth.” 


It was Einstein, of course, 
who had first written Roosevelt 
about the possibility of splitting 
the atom. 

Regardless of the past, how- 
ever, the fact is that Col. Nas- 
ser has bluntly told the Ameri- 
can embassy in Cairo that he 
will get atomic weapons from 
Russia unless Israel is stopped 
from manufacturing an A-bomb. 
Nasser is terrified at what an. 
A-bomb in the hands of Israel 
could do to the Arab states— 
despite the huge arsenal he has 
received from Russia. 

All of which means that an 
even more intensive arms race 
may explode in the area where 
Christ was born nearly 2,000 


years ago.

The U.S. Court of Appeals’ reprimand to the 
Federal Power Commission for its lack of zeal 
in policing natural gas prices is a humiliation 
with which the commission is, unfortunately, al- 
ready well acquainted. The Supreme Court found 
it necessary, in its decision in the Phillips Petro- 
leum case in 1954, to rebuke the FPC for failure 
to perform its duties. 

In the present case, appealed by the New York 
State Public Service Commission, the appeals 
court found “nothing in the record which would 
justify the conclusion that the commission has 
performed” the duty of trying “to hold back 
prices.”” Instead, the commission had supinely 
submitted to the prices demanded by southern 
producers, without requiring that they justify 
them. 

In common with many other of the regulatory 
agencies, the FPC is sadly in need of men who 
are devoted to the public interest, in love with 
hard work, and determined to discharge their re- 
sponsibilities to the maximum.

Chrysler, Ford and Studebaker- 
Packard changed top officers, 
Chrysler in spectacular fashion. 


Anti-management forces sued 
Chrysler and most of its top offi- 
cials, charging gross mismanage- 
ment. Chrysler, in turn, sued for 
libel. 


Five new car names were intro- 
duced, all of them in the compact 
field. One old-line make, the De- 
Soto, was discontinued after years 
of rumors as to its fate. 

Chevrolet ran away with the in- 
dividual sales race after bowing 
to Ford in 1959. Imports dropped 
off for the first time since they 
made their original splash in the 
mid-Fifties. 

It was a year when “compact” 
and “economy” were the key 
words. Standard size cars were 
slimmed down. Prices held steady 
to fractionally lower. Corporation 
profits generally were less than 
the year before. 

Production in the 1960 model 
year totaled 6,011,287 passenger 
cars compared with 5,567,000 in 
1959. Compact cars, three of which 
were first introduced with the 1960 
model year, accounted for 26.2 per 
cent of all production. The year 
before less than 10 per cent were 
compacts. 


2.5 MILLION COMPACTS 


The new ones at the start of 
1960 were Falcon, Corvair and 
Valiant. They were joined in 
March by Comet. The 1961 model 
year brought Tempest, Lancer, 
Special and F-85. Calendar year 
production of these eight plus 
Rambler and Lark, the previous 
smaller makes, totaled about 2.5 
million.

Ernest 
Breech resigned as board chair- 
man of Ford in July. President 
Henry Ford II added the job until 
November, when Robert McNa- 
mara became Ford president. 

The Ford changes didn’t last 
very long. President-elect John F. 
Kennedy picked McNamara to be 
his secretary of defense only five

result, Henry Fors II resumed the 
dual role of president and board 
chairman. 


“At Chrysler, William C. New- 
berg was elected president late in 
April, then was fired two months 
later in a dispute over conflicts of 
interest.

Newberg 
agreed to repay $450,000 from his 
profits in two firms selling to 
Chrysler. 

Early in December Chrysler 
picked a new No. 2 man from 
within its own ranks, elevating 
Vice President Lynn A. Townsend 
to the post of administrative vice 
president. Townsend, 41, has head- 
ed Chrysler's international opera- 
tions for the past two years. 

Most sales estimates for 1961 
range around 6.5 to 6.7 million 
with General Motors forecasting 
the possibility of 7 million.

Ford recorded two major 
events during the year. On May 
24 the 1,000,000th Georgia-made 
Ford rolled off the assembly line. 
On Dec. 12 the first compact 
automobile to be built in the 


South—Ford’s Falcon—was com- 
pleted over an assembly line 
greatly modified to accommodate 
the smaller car. 


The Falcon’s entry scuttled the 
output of Ford trucks here. Com- 
pany officials said that 270,561 
trucks were produced in Atlanta 
during 43 years of production. 


Output has been gradually ac- 
celerated on the Falcon assem- 
bly line, which now is producing 
about 250 units per day, said 
Ford officials. By late January 
production will be about-375 ve- 
hicles’ per day, they said.

Georgia textile officials eyeing 
the downswing of a business cycle 
which reached its crest last Janu- 
ary, are cautious about predicting 
any business upswings in this in- 
dustry during 1961. 

An “uneasiness in the business 
outlook at this time” was cited by 
Paul K. McKenney Jr. of Colum- 
bus, president of the Georgia Tex- 
tile Manufacturers Association. 


“I think that officials in the 
textile industry will be very cau- 
tious about any long-range com- 
mitments until they are able to 
see what action the government 
will take on the rapidly rising 
trend of textile imports,’’ McKen- 
ney declared. 


Pointing out that imports of tex- 
tile manufacturers for 1960 are 
running at a rate of 140 per cent 
over exports, McKenney, a vice 
president of Swift Manufacturing 
Co., said this is a trend of major 
concern to industry leaders. 


“The trend can only be halted 
by government action,” he add- 
ed. 


IMPORTS RISING 

Projecting from import figures 
for the first 10 months of the year, 
industry statistics show that 1960 
imports of cotton cloth will be 
96.7 per cent over 1959 and 230 


_per cent above figures for 1958. 


Apparel imports should be 17.8 
per cent over those of 1959 and 72 
per cent over 1958. Cotton yarn 
imports, the industry prediction 
said, will be 1123.1 per cent over 
1959 and 1800 over 1958, while 
man-made fibers, off 1.8 per cent 
from the 1959 level, will be 129 
per cent over 1958. 

J. M. Cheatham of Griffin, pres- 
ident of the American Cotton Man- 
ufacturers Institute, trade associ-

ation for the U.S. textile industry, 
showed more enthusiasm for the 
near future. 


Cheatham predicted that 
“statesmanlike efforts of individu- 
al companies” to keep production 
on the company level in line with 
demand will play a big factor in 
reversing the downswing of the 
business cycle during the coming 
year. 

“While the downswing in the 
textile industry has been accentu- 
ated by that of the over-all U. 5S. 
economy,”’ he said, ““We are con- 
fident that the mills can mini- 
mize its effects and reverse the 
trend during 1961.” 


Cheatham said an analysis of 
government data on textile pro- 
duction over the past several 
months indicated “many strong 
individual company efforts to 
bring production in line with de- 
mand, showing a drop in cotton 
consumption, lower production 
rates, and curtailment of work 
schedules,” 


$500 MILLION SPENT 


In another area Cheatham, 
president of Dundee Mills, Inc., 
pointed out that despite the down- 
swing, the textile industry spent 
some $500 million for new plants 
and equipment during 1960. Esti- 
mates for 1961 call for expendi- 
tures of a half-billion dollars for 
new plants and equipment. 


Industry figures regarding the 
textile industry’s dramatic de- 
cline in 1960 added up to this 
picture: 

The backlog of textile orders 
booked ahead in 1959 began to dip 
about the middle of the year. Un- 
filled orders for cotton cloth were 
reported at 10.7 weeks’ equivalent 
production in September, com- 
pared to 11 weeks in August. Un-

filled orders of 19.2 weeks’ equiva- 
lent production in January, 1960, 
have eased downward by an aver- 
age of 1.0 weeks’ production each 
month.

Mill inventories of cotton broad- 
woven goods continued to rise 
slowly during the summer months 
to 4.0 equivalent in June, 4.5 in 
August and 5.1 by the latter part 
of September. 


U.S. cotton consumption—an in- 
dicator of textile activity—aver- 
aged about $2,058 bales per work- 
ing day in September, 1960, com- 
pared to 34,513 a year earlier. 


LOOM TIME REDUCED 


The industry reduced loom time 
on cotton goods from an average 
of 125.7 hours weekly in June to 
119.8 hours in September. Spin- 
die hours run on the cotton sys- 
tem dropped about 6 per cent from 
July to September. 


Employment in the textile indus- 
try dropped from 962,000 in Au- 
gust to 951,000 in September. In 
Georgia textile industry employ- 
ment dropped from 98,200 in Sep- 
tember to 97,700 in November. It 
had hit a high of 101,800 in Octo- 
ber, 1959. 


Business observers, who have 
warned about dangers of increas- 
ing encroachment from abroad for 
a number of years, said the textile 
industry felt the impact of for- 
eign competition “more than ever 
in 1960,."’ 

An unprecedented amount of 
yardage materials and finished 
apparel flowed into the United 
States from other countries last 
year. As a result, domestic pro- 
duction of cotton, wool and syn-

Consumers’ incomes as a whole 
are expected to be somewhat 
higher for 1961 than for 1960, thus 
putting a firm foundation under 
the demand for food. 

The new year, like its immedi- 
ate predecessors, will bring addi- 
tional technological advances. 
Farm families are expected to 
turn more and more to opportuni- 
ties elsewhere to supplement in- 
comes. 

There is no letup in sight in the 
high cost of farm _ production. 
Tractors, harvesters and other 
farm supplies, are expected to 
hold strong in price.

Only a Few Weeks Away

Only a few weeks separate At- 
lanta from moving into her new 
$18 million air terminal, an event 
eagerly awaited by both civic 
leaders and airplane personne]. 

During 1960 some 9,500 passen- 
gers daily passed through the 
present Atlanta terminal, arriving 
in or leaving from the city by the 
airlanes, said airport manager 
Jack Gray. With the opening of 
the new facility, this number 
probably will increase. 


The year’s passenger traffic was 
a 500-per-<day increase over 1959, 
said Gray. But there were about 
55 less flights each day during the 
year. Larger aircraft, especially 
the huge pure jets operated by 
Delta and Eastern, account for the 
passenger increase-flight decrease 
situation, he commented. 

But there was also the darker 
side. 

A June 5 Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation strike against Southern 
Airways forced the company to 
almost temporarily suspend air- 
line service. From an average of 
60 flights each day in early June, 
Southern dipped to only four daily 
flights. 

The strike is now ending its 
sixth month, with no settlement in 
sight. Southern officials said the 
company was back ‘“‘in full opera- 
tion” by Sept. 30, replacing the 
striking ALPA members with non- 
union pilots. The airline presently 
is operating 67 daily flights.

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Kennedy To Move Quickly 
To Renew $69 Billion Debt

WASHINGTON (# — The men 
who will manage the national 
debt for President-elect John F. 
Kennedy will have to make im- 
portant policy decisions during 
their first few days in office. 

They will have only two weeks 
in which to draft plans for re 
newing $6.9 billion of debt that 
comes due February. 

President Eisenhower's debt 
managers believe their successors 
will inherit a debt that’s in fairly

(2) Whether to continue the ‘‘ad- 
vance refunding’’ technique by 
offering new longer-term securi- 
ties now in exchange for low-in- 
terest World War II bonds that 
will be coming due in the next 
five to 15 years. 


Under present conditions, the 
Treasury would have to pay higher 
interest rates on the new securi- 
ties. For this reason, some Demo- 
crats have attacked the practice.

Personal income in Georgia for 
1960 held steadfastly above the 
1959 level. 

Estimates of the gain ranged 
from 5 to 9.5 per cent. 

Georgians apparently were sav- 
ing more in 1960, too. 

Net increase in savings and loan 
associations in the state was fig- 
urged at $85,000,000 for the full 
year, based on actual figures for 
January-October and _ projected 
for November and December. 

Ed Hiles, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Georgia Savings and 
Loan League, said net savings in 
the 12 months of 1959 amounted 
to $82.500.000. Net savings is a 
term for the difference between 
gross savings and withdrawals. 

Hiles noted. there was an in- 
creased in both gross savings and 
withdrawals during 1960. Accord- 
ing to his computation, gross sav- 
ings amounted to $315,000,000, 
compared with $286,500,000 in 
1959.

035. In the comparable period of 
1959, the volume was $3, 612,490,- 
405. Only sales subject to Georgia 
sales and use taxes are included 
in the figures, which are prepared 
by the state chamber in coopera- 
tion with the State Revenue De- 
partment and the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Labor.

Department store sales in Geor- 
gia in October dropped 1 per cent 
behind September and 5 per cent 
behind October, 1959, according to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta. The Jan. 1-Oct. 31 volume 
dropped behind the corresponding 
period of 1959, but was down less 
than one per cent. Department 
store sales are considered an im- 
portant indicator of total retail 
business. 

The reserve bank also reported 
household appliances stores sales 
in October in Georgia were down 
16 per cent from September and 
off seven per cent from October, 
1959, 

Manufacturing employment in 
the state held its own, compared 
with a year earlier, for the first 
months of 1960. The drop behind

cline continued, getting more pro- 
nounced in the last half of the 
year.

The firm reported that for ther 
first 10 months of the year, the

—down from $611,434,000 for the 
comparable 1959 period. The num- 
ber of one-family and two-family

John F. Thigpen, Georgia direc- 
tor for the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, said the Atlanta FHA 
office expected to wind up 1960

He said 16,187 applications for 
1960 compared with 19,017 for 


1959. The peak year was 1958, he 
said; with 20,718 applications. 

“Probably the most significant 
development of the year 1960 was 
the change from a seller's mar- 
ket to a buyer’s market,” Thig- 
pen commented. Also, he noted, 
especially during the last half 
of the year there was “‘a rather 
drastic drop in sales, despite the 
so-called ‘easy money’ conditions 
prevailing.” 

Loans and deposits at Georgia 
banks rose substantially during

gained, but not as much as did 
loans. On the October report, to- 
tal deposits in Georgia banks, 
$1,908,500,000, were 6.1 per. cent 
ahead of a year earlier.
